HE TONKS of the British 
Note to Tokyo can leave no 
doubt but that Japan’s relations 
with third Powers are rapidly 
approaching a climax, 


For eighteen) months, the 
Japanese militarists in) China 
have ridden rough-shod over the 
rights of subjects of friendly 
States, and their violation of the 
tenets of the Nine Power Pact 
to which their Government 
pledged its word has been 30 
complete that the Treaty. to-day 
may be considered non-existent. 

It is interestingg to note the 
four pledges Japan made with 
reference to China in that 
Treaty, : 

She agreed, firstly, to respect 
the sovereignty, the | indepen- 
dence and the territorial and 
administrative — integrity of 
China. She has violated this 
clause, 

She agreed to provide the 
fullest and most unembarrassed 


‘opportunity to China to develop 


and maintain for herself an 
effective and stable government. 
She has violated this clause, 

She agreed to use, in’ con- 
junction with the other signa- 
tory Powers, her influence for 
the purpose of effectually es- 
tablishing and maintaining the 
principle of cqual opportunity 
for the commerce and industry 
of all nations throughout the 
territory of China. The viola- 
tion of this clause has drawn 
forth the British and American 
Notes of Protest. 


She agreed to refrain from 
taking advantage of conditions 
in order to seck special’ rights 
or. privileges which would 
abridge the. rights of subjects 
or ‘citizens: of, friendly States, 
and from countenancing action 
inimical to the security of such 
States. She hus violated this 
clause, 


The British Note allows no 
equivocation, and is probably 
the sternest protest Great Bri- 
tuin has despatched to a foreign 
Power in many years. It brings 
Great Britain into line with an- 
other. great Democracy—the 
United States, which despatched 
a similarly worded note to 
Japan just before the end of the 
year, 

If the two great countries on 
either side of the Atlantic con- 
tinue to move in step in this 
fashion within reference to 
Japan, the issue of Third Power

As Chatrman of the Prison Disci- 
pline Soclety, Samucl Hoare was in 
a position to talk with some 
authority of Its “conspicuous ad- 
vantages with regard to the moral 
benefits resulting to the prisoner.” 

The use of the treadmill had 
been first-survested in the Penlten- 
tary Act of 1779, which directed 
prison governors’ to keep their 
charges at "labour of the hardest 
and most servile Kind in which 
drudgery is chictly required, and 
where the work js Httle Hable to 
be spoiled by ignorance, neglect 
and. obstinacy.”

For example, “I would banish,” 
wrote the Liberal Sydney Smith, 
“all the looms of Preston Jail and 
substitute nothing but the tread- 
wheel or tho capstern, or some 
species of labour where the 
labourer could not sce the results 
of his toll, where ft is as monoton- 
ous, irksome, and dull as possible.” 


With such sadism to confront, it 
took the reformers, a long proces- 
sion of men and women with’Mrs. 
Elizabeth Fry, tho Quaker, os their 
Inspiring example, very many years 
of protests before Parliament in 
1877 centralised tho control and 
conduct of the nation’s prisons, 
and in 1894 swopt away tho solitary 
system ag a general principle and 
substituted useful industrics, such 
as mallbag-making, for the foolish. 
torture of the crank and the tread~ 
mill,

The British Note 


We TONE of the British 

Note to Tokyo can leave no 
doubt but that Japan’s relations 
with third Powers are rapidly 
approaching a climax, 

Yor eighteen months, the 
Japanese militarists in China 
have ridden rough-shod over the 
rights of subjects of friendly 
States, and their violation of the 
tenets of the Nine Power Pact 
which tlicir Government 
pledged its word has been so 
complete that the Treaty to-day 
may be considered non-existent. 

It is interesting to note the 
four pledges Japan made with 
reference to China in that 
Treaty. 


She agreed, firstly, to respect 
the sovervignty, the indepen- 
dence and the territorial and 
administrative integrity of 
China. She. has violated this 
clause. : 

She -agreed to provide the 
fullest and most unembarrassed 
opportunity to China to develop 
and maintain for herself an 
effective and stable government. 
She has violated this clause. 

She agreed to use, in con- 
junction with the other signa- 
tory Powers, her influence -for 
the purpose of effectually es- 


tablishing and maintaining the. 


principle of equal opportunity 
for the commierce and industry 
of all nations throughout the 
The viola- 
tion of this clause has drawn 
forth the British and American 
Notes of Protest. 


She agreed to refrain from 
taking advantage of conditions 
in order to seck special rights 
or . privileges . which would 
mbridge the rights of subjects 
or citizens of friendly States, 
and from countenancing action 
inimical to the security of such 
States. She has violated this 
clause. 


The British Note sllows no 
equivocation, and is probably 
the sternest protest Great Bri- 
tain has despatched to a foreign 
Power in many years. It brings 
Grent Britain into line with an- 
other great Democracy—the 
United States, which despatched 
a similarly . worded note to 
Japan just before the end of the

They were run as private profit- 
making concerns, Their keepers 
made moncy out of the inmates by 
starving them, torturing them, or 
exacting bribes; by harshly ex- 
ploiting thelr inbour and, when 
they were women, forclbly selling 
thelr virtue to outside visitors as 
well os to those Inmates who could 
afford to pay the procurer's price.

depraved chrractcrs, sanitation 
was just a word of ten letters with 
no further significance, and five 
thousand prisoners dicd every year 
from jnil fever, a form of typhus 
pecullar to English prisons.

A chargo of being in posses- 
sion of a stolen sampan and 314 
ducks at Yung Lung Wan, near 
Po On, on December 7, was heard 
at Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing against Tang Kwong-shing, 
34, Ng Hing, 30, fishermen, and 
Chon Chau, 6565, oyster-bed 
watcher, 

Hig Honour Sir Atholl MacGregor, 
Chief Justice, tools the, case and the 
following jurors were empanelled;

On 
December 6, this man teft his village 
with his nephew In a sampan loaded 
with 412 ducks which he intended to 
sell In| Hongkong. The next day, 
when opposite Ma On Chau, a sampan 
contalning three men, npproached 
and he shouted to asic the occupants 
thelr business. One of the men re- 
plied with three pistol shots where- 
upon Lt Yung and his nephew jump- 
ed overboard and waded ashore to 
Ping Chau Island, the sampan_ being 
towed awuy by the three assailants, 

The next day, Li Yung sent his 
nephew to Yuen Long to make en- 
quirles while he himself boarded the 
Po On Ferry at Sha Hau to go to 
Hongkong. The No. 3 Police Launch 
wig in the vicinity and searched the 
ferry but complainant did not then 
report the loss of his ducks. Shortly 
afterwards, a sampan came olongside 
with three crates of ducks which Li 
Yung recognised as his own. ‘He in- 
formed the comprndore of the ferry 
and the police were hailed and the 
men arrested. When charged, the 
first two accused sald they saw the 
sampan lying empty except for the 
ducls and they took it nway. The 
third man said he was asked to help 
row the sampan, 

Corroborative evidence was piven 
by complainant and his nephew, his

The Sovict purcttased In Hongkong 
altogether 16,772,110 lbs. of China 
ten, valued at over nine million dol- 
lars, In’ previous years, all of 
Russia's tea purchases were made 
directly in China and were received 
overland by railway .or by caravan.

HE TONE of the British 
Note to Tokyo can leave no 
doubt but that Japan’s relations 
with third Powers are rapidly 
approaching a climax, 


For eighteen months, the 
Japanese » militarists in China 
have ridden rough-shod over the 
rights of subjects of friendly 
States, and their violation of the 
tenets of the Nine Power Pact

It is interesting to note the 
four pledges Japan made with 
reference to China in that 
Treaty. : 


She agreed, firstly, to respect”

China. She has violated this 
clause. 


She agreed to provide the 
fullest and most unembarrassed 
opportunity to China to develop 
and maintain for herself an 
effective and stable government. 
She has violated this‘ clause. 

She agreed to use, in con- 
junction with the other signa- 
tory Powers, her influence for 
the purpose of effectually ¢s- 
tablishing and maintaining the 
principle . of. equal opportunity 
for the commerce and industry 
of all nations throughout the 
territory of China. The viola- 
tion of this clause has drawn 
forth the British and American 
Notes of Protest. 


She agreed to refrain from 
taking advantage of conditions 
in order to seek special rights 
or privileges which would 
abridge the rights of subjects 
or citizens of. friendly States, 
and from countenancing action 
inimical to the security of such 
States.

$233,264,847, compared with 
$211,321,185 in 1937. Exports 
to Chinn totalled $230,727,469, 
an increase of $40,326,483 over 
937. 


This abnormal total was effected 
despite a serious drop in both im- 
ports and exports during the last 
month of the year, when imports 
from China fell by $4,049,061 to 
$15,761,968 and exports to China 
foll by $13,475,469 to $7,717,927. 


Trade With South China 


There was a drastic curtailment of 

Hongkong trade with South China in 
December, due to the Japanese occu- 
pation of Canton. Imports from 
South China (Canton, Hoihow, Kong- 
moon, Wuchow, Kiungchow — and 
Yunnan) fell from $12,41°,039- in 
December, 1037, to $5,308,836 in the 
last month of 109398, while exports to 
South China decreased from $14,400,- 
098 In December, 1037, -to $3,510,888 
Inst month. The figures for South 
China are the lowest since the Chines 
boycott. ‘ 
‘ Despite this loss of trade, and o 
decline recorded in’ the preceding 
month, trade with South China 
during the whole of 1938 was 
higher than 1037 by $6,045,979, 
exports In 1938 totalling $239,643,- 
818 and Imports totalling $105,569,- 
145, 


Bullion Movements 


Although the Colony's total trade 
during 1938 showed an = adverse 
balance of $106,266,660 an excess of 
exports over Imports of bulllon and 
treasure, if added, gives actually a 
{favourable trade balance of $72,255,- 
778, 

Bullion and ‘trensure exported from 
Hongkong, principally to the United 
States and Great’ Britain, totalled 
$188,129,656, while imports, prin- 
cipally from China, totalled $9,601,- 
218, 

Since January 1, 1937 Hongkong 
has exported bullion and treasure 
valued at the staggering’ total of 
§583.350,180, while In the same 
period imports have totalled only 
$396,050,173, 

Most of the bullion and treasure 
hus compriscd gold and silver bars 
handled, it is believed, on behalf of 
the Chinese Government. Practically 
all has gone to either London or New 
York.
